Growing trees and shrubs in metal cans has been 
standard practice in California, Florida and Texas for years 
and the idea is fast ‘catching on” here. We have been grow- 
ing plants in several kinds of containers for over two years 
now and we are very enthusiastic about the (1) better growth,

We don’t anticipate becoming a ‘‘canned” nursery, but
